Members  will  no  doubt  appreciate  from  the  statistics  presented 
that  the .standard  of  health  of  the  inhabitants  of  Scalby  is  up  to  its 
usual  high  level.  Such  changes  as  there  are,  are  marginal. 


One  such  change  is  the  decrease  in  the  population.  Though 
relatively  small,  it  reverses  the  upward  trend  which  has  operated  for 
the  last  6  years.

Private  entei^rise  continues  to  serve  the  district  adequately 
regarding  housing  requirements. 

Water  Sunnlv 

Scarborough  Water  Undertaking  serves  the  district  by  piped  supply 
which  has  proved  over  the  year  to  be  both  adequate  and  of  a  good  bacteriological 
standard,  Chemical  analyses  have  also  confirmed  the  standard  quality  of  the 
water. 


No  plumbo-solvent  reaction  has  been  in  evidence  in  the  water  supply 
of  the  district  by  virtue  of  the  fact  that  it  is  of  a  tonporary  and  permanent 
hardness.

Smith,  Scalby  Close  Pilling  Station  -  Planning  approval  given  for  a  limited 

period  for  the  siting  of  3  caravans 
during  the  summer  months 

Scalby  Manor  Hotel  -  Planning  approval  given  for  a  limited  period  for  the 

siting  of  four  caravans  during  the  summer  months 

Thirty  inspections  were  carried  out. 

Scarborough  Corporation  Short  Stay  Caravan  Site 

Prelimin&.ry  works  have  now  been  completed  on  this  site  and  it  is 
expected  that  the  site  will  be  operative  from  Easter  1971,  It  will  be  remembered 
that  the  siting  of  2CO  caravans  and  75  tent  units ,  to  be  known  as  the  Scalby 
Manor  Caravan  Site,  received  approval  for  the  summer  months  only.

Refuse  Collection 


The  entire  district  is  served  and  a  weekly  collection  of  refuse  has 
been  maintained  throughout  the  year.  When  necessary,  business  premises  receive 
a  more  frequent  collection.  Faimsteads  in  the  outlying  parts  of  the  district 
are  dealt  with  fortnightly. 

Paper  salvage  is  collected  in  traileirs  attached  to  the  refuse 
collection  vehicles. 

Salvage  Collection 

117  tons  5  cwts  of  waste  paper  has  been  baled  and  forwarded  to  the 
Tliarnes  Board  Mills  during  the  past  year. 

Various  types  of  scrap  metal,  rags,  etc,  have  been  collected  and 
disposed  of  throijgh  the  usual  trade  channels. 

Refuse  Disposal 

The  Bumiston  Road  refuse  tip  continues  to  meet  our  requirements 
for  refuse  disposal. 

Officials  of  adjoining  authorities  have  met  and  are  preparing  a 
joint  scheme  embracing  pulverisation  and  incineration  of  refuse.  It  is 
hoped  the  findings  of  these  meetings  will  be  collated  and  placed  before 
the  respective  Councils  in  1971. 

Public  Health  Acts  1996  -  1961 

102  inspections  (excluding  housing  inspections)  were  carried  out 
and  ten  nuisances  were  detected  and  remedial  work  carried  out  after  informal 
action.  No  statutoiy  action  was  found  to  be  necessary. 

Offensive  Trades 


No  offensive  trades  were  registered  during  the  current  year. 

Clean  Air  Act 

No  action  has  been  found  necessary  in  the  Urban  District  to 
inaugerate  a  smokeless  zone  by  virtue  of  the  fact  that  the  district  is 
residential  in  character  and  adjacent  to  the  sea.  No  atmospheric  pollution 
was  evident  during  the  year. 

Offices.  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  1963 

93  inspections  were  carried  out  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and 
Railway  Premises  Act  of  1963  anti  no  statutory  notices  were  served. 

Rodent  Control 

Ministry  recommendations  have  been  carried  out  regarding  rodent 
control  and  recommended  rodent ic ides  used. 

During  the  year  under  review,  260  premises  were  inspected  for 
rodent  infestation  and  treatments  were  carried  out  in  61  instances. 

Workable  Area  Committee  Adjoining  authorities  have  during  the 
period  under  review  formed  a  Workable  Area  Committee  and  useful  information 
has  been  given  by  officials  of  the  Hinistiy  of  Agilculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food  on  two  occasions.  The  results  of  which  have  proved  the  necessity  for 
such  meetings  vrhen  dfxy  to  day  problems  were  also  discussed.

Brucella  Abortus  Any  action  necessary  was  undertaken  by  the 
North  Riding  County  Council  and  the  information  received 
indicated  no  abnormal  incidence  of  the  disease  in  the  Urban 
District.

In  conformity  with  our  statutory  responsibility,  a  mortuary  is 
provided  by  the  Urban  District  Council  in  Moor  Lane,  Newby,  to  accommodate 
sudden  deaths  and  deaths  by  road  accidents  in  the  Coroner's  Area. 

Post  mortem  facilities  are  not  available.  Scarborough  Hospital 
mortuary  meets  tlris  requirement. 

In  the  past  year,  the  mortuary  service  has  dealt  with  25  cases,
